The  district  comprises  fourteen  parishes  and  except  for  the  small 
market  town  of  Tenbury  it  is  entirely  rural  in  character.  i^riculture, 
including  fruit  and  hop  growing,  is  the  chief  industry  of  the  rural  area  and 
provides;  work  for  most  of  the  population.  A  large  proportion  of  residents  in 
the  Town  of  Tenbury  find  work  in  factories  bordering  the  town. 

During  the  autumn  months  the  population  is  increased  by  fruit  and 
hop  pickers,  mostly  women  and  children,  brought  into  the  district  and  accommodated 
in  special  quarters  on  the  farms.  As  more  hop-picking  machinery  is  installed 

there  is  a  progressive  decrease  in  this  seasona:.  influx  of  workers  from  the 
Black  Country. 

There  is  a  large  number  of  farms  and  small  holdings  in  the 
The  amount  of  unemployment  varies  very  little.

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  County  Council  laboratory  at  Worcester  undertakes  the 
examination  of  producer  samples  of  food,  milk  a^id  water.  The  remaining 
bacteriological  and  pathological  examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Worcester  Royal  Infirmary, 

HOSPITALS, 

The  Tenbury  Hospital  is  quite  close  to  the  town,  and  though  being 
in  the  parish  of  Burford,  Shropshire,  it  receives  cases  chiefly  from  the  town 
and  district  of  Tenbury.  It  is  very  well  equipped. 

For  infectious  diseases  the  Worcester  Isolation  Hospital  is  chiefly 
used  and  Hay ley  Green  Isolation  Hospital  is  also  available. 

The  Blakebrook  Hospital  at  Kidderminster  is  also  available  and  for 
maternity  cases  accommodation  is  provided  in  three  maternity  hospitals. 

All  hospitals  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Birmingham  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

LLspensairy  and  Sanatorium  treatment  is  provided  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board,  The  nearest  hospital  dispensaries  are  Kidderminster  General 
Hospital  and  Worcester,  There  are  sanatoria  at  Khightivick  and  St.Wulstans, 
Malvern, 

The  Local  Health  Authority  is  responsible  for  prevention  and  after¬ 
care  and  the  administration  is  undertaken  by  the  After-care  sub-Comrnittee  of 
the  Divisional  irea  Health  Committee, 
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VmEREiiL  DISELiSE. 
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Treatment  and  supervision  is  arranged  at.  nearest  hospital 
centre  i,e,  Kidderminster  General  Hospital  and  Worcester  Royal  Infirmary. 
NURSING  IN  THE  HavIE. 

There  are  five  District  Nurses  in  the  area  (one  of  whom  covers  one 
Parish  only)  who  also  act  as  midwives  and  carry  out  the  duties  of  Health 
Visitors*  Their  work  is  so  apportioned  as  to  cover  the  entire  area*

SANIT/iRY  CIRCUIvlST.lICES  OF  THE 


WATER, 

Samples  of  the  supply  to  the  town  of  Tenbury  have  been  taken 
regularly  and  have  proved  satisfactory  on  .tinalysis.  The  quantity  is  variable 
and  at  times  requires  to  be  augmented  from  The  Elan  ilqueduct.  As  a  safety 
precaution  the  Council  authorised  the  installation  of  a  drip  feed  chlorinating 
plant. 

Tenders  were  invited  and  later  accepted  for  the  Rural  Water  Scheme  - 
Part  I.  at  a  total  cost  of  £111,000,  the  Ministry  having  offered  an  increased 
grant  providing  the  Coimcil  proceed  vrith  Part  II  Scheme.  Accordingly  the 
Consulting  Engineer  was  instructed  bj?'  the  Council  to  prepare  tender  documents 
for  the  second  stage, 

DR/'TNi'tGE  i'JDD  SS>'/ER.JGE.  Further  exploratory  work  on  the  Sewage  Scheme  for  the 
Town  of  Tenbury  was  undertaken  by  the  Consulting  Engineers  with  special 
attention  directed  to  the  possibility  of  including  the  Parish  of  Burford  (Salop) 
with  or  without  trade  effluent  from  that  parish* 
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RIVERS  iJlD  STKE;J>{S. 

The  only  serious  pollution  known  to  be  occnarii'.jj^  is  that  of  the 
River  Teme  and  Kyre  Brook  at  Tenbury  which  receive  untreated  sewage  from  the 
town. 

SCHOOIS 

The  sanitary  improvements  at  Bayton  School  were  completed  early  in 
the  year.  There  are  proposals  to  improve  sanitary  conditions  at  lAndridge 
School  but  this  awaits  the  provision  of  the  mains  suppl;*  ofv.’-ater. 

The  Council  accepted  a  fixed  price  tender  for  the  water  scheme  for 
Righwood,  This  will  enable  the  sanitary  improvements  to  be  carried  out  at 
Eastham  School.

The  water  tower  at  Old  Wood  was  completed  and  brought  into  service  with  a 
marked  improvement  in  the  supply  to  some  of  the  higher  levels  in  the  Town,
